been established that $233,000 of the 
profits made by Sinclair had reached 
Albert B. Fall, former interior secre- 
tary, about the time ef the lease by 
him of Teapot Dome. 
No Idea of Payment. 

“It seems now, however,” the re- 
port adds, “to have been ill-gotten 
gains of a contemptible private steal, 
the speculations of trusted officers 
of great industrial houses, pilfering 
from their own companies, robbing 
their own stockhoiders, the share of 
the boodle coming to one of the free- 
beoters serving in part as the price 
of the perfidy of a member of the pres- 
ident’s cabinet.” .

C., May 28.—(7)—The 
Columbia State announced today that 
voluntary contributions had swelled 
to $364 the $600 fund the paper is 
sponsoring for Ben Bess, Florence 
county negro, who, protesting his in- 
nocence, served 13 years in the state 
prison on a charge of attacking a 
white woman before an affidavit of 
the woman herself that she had sworn 
falsely against him set him free. 

Governor Richards immediately 
sranted the negro a parole upon re- 
ceiving the woman’s afidavit supported 
by a petition of a district solicitor and 
others. Later he granted Bess a full 


pardon and declared he hoped the 
South Carolina legislature at its next 
session would take steps to right “the 
grave injustice done this negro.” 
The governor sought to have finan- 
cial aid given Bess from the state con- 
tingent fund and upon being advised 
that no legal means for doing so ex- 
isted, expressed the wish that private 
subscriptions be solicited.

If permits for the remaining four 
days of this month total $72,920 a day 
the former record will be equaled, 
and if they pass this total by a single 
dollar the old record will be toppled 
from its perch and a new one hung 
up, according to records of Building 
Inspector J. C. Bowen.

$291,681 between the record month 
and this month, and indications were 
that the old mark may be passed.

Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
‘schools, laments the fact that when 


| torturing textbooks are cast aside, all |

| having 15 members from the primary 
schools. and captained by a boy or gir! 
from the xenior high school and a 
parent of one of the children. The 
groups will meet once a week to dis- 
cuss the books read by its members, A 
child reading 10 books will receive a 
gold certificate; one reading 7 books, 
a silver certificate, and one reading 
5, a paper certificate. 

Opportunities are excellent in At- 
lanta for development in the summer 
months. Nature study, athletic nc- 
tivities, special musical training and 
elub functions are sugges in a let- 
ter sent to the boys and girls of the 
elementary schools by Miss Mary Ww. 
Postell, assistant superintendent of 
city schools. 

Miss Postell states in her letter that 
vacation is the best time of year to 
develop the mind and body simultan- 
eously. She advises children to use 
the summer in preparation for future 
school ‘work. Collections and odd 
 iébe are especially urged to prevent 
vacation idleness. i 

“Summer,” says Miss Postell, “is 
the time to be happy, but the greatest 
happiness for children is not in idle- 
ness, but in constructive play. The 
cooperation of parents »s necessary for 
the successful operation of the plan.” 
Although a definite program has not 
yet been worked out, it is hoped that

|| Weekly Export Review 
Of English Cotton Market || 


Manchester, England, May 17.— 
(By Mail.)—Although trade «condi- 
tions in*this area are not all that 
could be desired there are signs of 


some improvement and during fhe past 
week there has been rather more ac- 
tivity in the wholesale houses. It is 
reported that retailers are now meet- 
ing with larger clearances, and this de- 
velopment is only natural in view 
of the near approach of the Whit- 
suntide holidays. 

In some quarters, however, certain 
goods appear to be in Over-supply and 
it will be necessary for there to be a 
considerable. increase in turnover if 
most firms are to experience a healthy 


season, 
Lull in Silks. 


There are still complaints of a de- 
cided lull in the offtake in artificial 
silk goods and cotton mixture cloths. 
It is reasonable to anticipate, how- 
ever, a bigger movement in this de- 
partment within the next few weeks, 
Manufacturers can be found, how- 
ever, who are being requested by their 
customers to stop deliveries for the 
time being. 

Shopkeepers are attracted by the 
large variety of fabrics now available, 
and undoubtedly during the last year 
or two there has been a marked im- 
provement in the styles presented. 

In printed and dyed cotton goods 
the offtake at the moment is fairly 
healthy and better clearances are also 
reported in lawns and cambrics, The 
engagements of manufacturers are 
somewhat irregular, but many pro- 
ducers of the higher® qualities have 
fairly substantial engagements. 


Conditions Are Poor. 


The conditions on the Manchester 
Roval Exchange at the present time 
are far from satisfactory. Most buy- 
ers seem to be afraid of lower values 
and in the circumstances, the orders 
as a rule are for limited quantities. 
Despite much uncertainty with regard 
to the political and military situation 
in China trade advices are rather: more 
promising. An increased inquiry~ has 
been experienced this week in gray 
and white shirtings and fancies. HByx- 
ceptional sales have occurred in 
bleached goods for Shanghai. Advices 
relating to the auctions continue more 


favorable. Shippers to India are slow 
to move and they are not meeting with 
thuch encouragement from dealers on 
the other side. Prices in the bazaars 
abroad are still below ' replacement 
costs and in the circumstances fresh 
business is difficult to arrange. 
Some useful lines have been booked 
in dhooties and jaconets for Calcutta 
and in prints for Bombay.- ‘There as 
been very little a®tivity for .Egypt 
and the Near Kast, Transactions of 
any importance for South America 
have been few and far:.between. A 
steady demand has been reported for 
some of our colonies, especially Aus- 


tralia. 
Yarn Rrices Easier. 


Prices in the yarn market have been 
easier in sympathy with the decine 
in raw material rates, and the mar- 
ket has been . unsettled, Complaints 
from spinners are increasing. A slac 
state of affairs has also prevailed in 
Egyptian ¢ounts and there’ is a ten- 
dency for ‘order lists to run down.
